and Thomas Burke is denounced by the 
Land League and by everybody in gen- 
eral throughout this country. The prom 
inent Irish citizens of Boston have offeree 
$5000 to Mr. Parnell for the apprehen- 
sioii of Liic- murderers. 


Anyone would suppose that the sad re- 


sult of the voyage and loss of the .Tean- 
nette would somewhat dampen the ardor 
of those reckless sailors who fire anxious 
to make a name for themselves by endur- 
ing the hardships of an Arctic cruise.

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OLD LANDMARKS. 


The Hosier bouse recently purchased 


and taken clown by Hon. W. P. Sheffield, 
aud which stood at the corner of Spring 
street ami n way called Hosier street near 
Park place, was one of the oldest build- 
ings in tho city. When it was built, near- 
ly two centuries ago. the dwellers therein 
and for many years afterwards, when 
they looked from their windows KIIW no 
Court House, 
noi1 in fact any other 


hotififi. scarcely, exeeptiug'perhapstheold 
stone bouse oil Spring street near the 
steam mill, and looked out upon a dense 
swamp and perhaps something like a 
forest, and they saw no streets, and only 
foot paths or cow-paths as they are often 
designated. 


It was not until more than iifty- years 


after this house had been built, that u 
movement was made to erect the State 
House, or Colony House, as it was iirst 
called, by the Colonial Assembly, aud in 
such a primitive condition weje the .sur- 
roundings at the time, that the Iirst vote 
passed by the Assembly ou the third 
Tuesday hi February, .17119, at u session 
held at Warwick, was for the building of 
a house of brick eighty feet in length aud 
forty iu breadth, the length whereof to 
stand near or quite east and west. This 
would have placed the front of the build- 
ug, now facing the Parade, to Itiee what 
.s now Broadway and Farewell street, 
uid, of course, as we now can see, would 
lave been n grave mistake. 


At a subsequent meeting of the Assem- 


bly held at Portsmouth on the 10th of the 
Allowing -Inly, it was voted that the act

:ast and wpst, be repealed and tlmt "the 
eugth thereof be built north and south."

The art of embroidery is very ancient, 


it preceded painting, ami down to the 
okwe of the sixteenth century the em- 
broideries rivalled the work of thy })iii!it- 
er. The Jews ganicd their knowledge of 
nmbroidfiry frf.mi (ho I'lgyptiaiis, and they 
treasured the needlework wrought by the 
Ifeltrew 
women for their temples und 


palaces. The Greeks and Komaus car- 
ried the art to great perfection and em- 
ployed it as a means of decoration for 
hangings and every article of dress, and 


tho. Phrygians -were especially celebrated 
for their skill in needlework.
